Not an Easr Feat to TTrist a Bank

l) 0 (‘o:ne iniwulated with the venom of 
younger serpents until he has become 
so accustomed to the poison that Ids 
sysle:n is immune. By the time lie 
grows i;p he has be<'onie so thorougldo' 
accustomed to the spell that it has 
1 tract ically no effect upon him. It is 
like the drug habit— ou.e can work_ 
oneself to a pitch of enduring a dose 
that would be sufficient to kill several 
persons unaccustomed to the intlueiice 
of the drug. Thus the seemingly au- 
dacious trii'k was exposed u.s a very 
l»ractic:il thing, after all.

Hr>aii KecHves a Royal Wi^Icoiiie 
at I.oiii.sville. 

William Jennings Br>*an received a 
royal welcome at Louisville VVeunesnay, 
III e cxiuent language he expounded the 
tiue Democratic doctrine to .22,000 
people at the armor.v for one hour and 
I thirty minutes Wednesday night. 

I Standing in the Gateway to' the 
South, he was greeted by a great con- 
course of citizens, assembled to wel- 
come him on behalf of the Southern 
States. He smiled as he said, “my 
friends’’ and glad cheers almost shook 
ihe foundations of the big structure. 
Now and again in his address, he re- 
peated : 

I “I bring you a message of encourage 
ment! If anyone asks you for an evi- 
, dence of a growing disapproval of Re- 
publican Administration, read him the 
returns from Maine!” 

I The crowd had packed the building 
to its capacity, when at 8 o’clock, the 
speakers and those who occupied seats 
upon the platform, entered. TTie sight 
of Mr. Brayn, walking arm-in-arm with 
Henry Watterson, was the signal tor 
applause. It continued in heavy volume 
of sound four four minutes, when Mr. 
Watterson walked to the front of the 
stage. He spoke as chairman of the 
meeting and introdur ed Senator Car- 
mack of Tennessee, who paid high 
compliment to the South’s guest of 
honor. Mr. Watterson then introduced 
Senator Stone, of Missouri, who spoke 
briefly, adding his complimentary esti- 
mate to the general tribute and closed 
by introducing Mr. Bryan. 

I He repeated his belief in the efficacy 
of the Federal ownership of trunk lines 
and the State Ownership of interstate 
. lines as a solution of the railroad ques- 
' tion in America. He asserted in firm 
terms that he did not assert that he 
voiced the opinion of his party, but 
that he gave expres.sion to |his private 
opinions and belief. He went over the 
subject fully and set forth the various 
conditions and causes leading him to 
his determination. His arguments were 
received with applause, and if there 
■ had been many who disapproved his re- 
! marks, as delivered in his Madison Gar- 
I den address, there were few in the au- 
I dience when he finished who did not ex- 
' press approval of his attitude in con- 
j vincing and noisy fashion. His declara- 
I tion that his statements on the subject 
had been received with less criticism 
I than he had expected was greeted Avith 
great applause. In reference to State 
ownership he|took occasion to say : 
j “I have no idea that the railroads are 
going to permit regulation without a 
struggle, and I fear that their influence 
I will be strong enough to cause much de 
i lay, if it does not entirely defeat, re- 
medial legislation. You, in this State, 
know something of the railroad in poli- 
tics. When I visited the State and 
spoke for Mr. Goebel Iheardhim charge 
upon every platform that the railroads 
I wf»re spending large sums in opposition 
j to his election, and I have always be- 
I lieved that the railroad influences was 
I largely responsible for the assassina- 
I tion of that brave defender of the 
rights of the people.” 
i Mr. Bryan charged;^ that President 
Roosevelt had gained much of his popu- 
larity by taking up the principles of 
Democracy, and accompanied the state- 
ment by numerous proofs. 

He said that in his travels old age 
had come upon him and that he had 
been forced to use eyeglasses, remark- 
ing that even if it took four eyes now 
where it formerly took but tAVO,he still 
saw all things from^ a Democratic 
standpoint. 



' AVill Not Intervene, 

I Semi-official announcement at Wash- 
ington indicates that the United States 
will not intervene in the Cuban troubles 
until it is shown to be absolutely neces- 
sary for the protection of American in- 
terests there. However, the closest 
, watch is being kept on the situation and 
as a matter of precaution the cruiAr 
I Des Moipes has been dispatched to Key 
I West, where she will be within eight 
hours’^ run of Havana,

or Interent to Merctiaiit.s and 
K Shippers. 

! We have received the following from 
I the office of the Railroad Commission 
I at Frankfort, which is of much inter- 
i ests to our merchants : 

Dear Sir: — You are doubtless aware 
that on the 19th day of June this Com- 
mission, by appropriate orders entered 
of record, adopted a mileage scale of 
rates 1 applicable to the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad, Illinois Central 
Railroad, Cincinnati, New Orleans & 
I Texas Pacific Railway and the ^uthem 
{ Railway in Kentucky. Under the law 
j these rates were to become effec^^ive 
fen days thereafter. Prior to the ex- 
piration of the ten days rt^ferred to, 
these several railroads instituted sepa- 
rate actions in the United States Cir- 
I cuit Court for the Eastern District of 
I Kentcuky seeking to perpetually ^^-njoin 
and restrain the Commission from put- 
ting these rates into effect. The 
Federal Court has granted a temporary 
restra'ni ig order and we have been noti- 
fied that the Court will be asked by the 
I railroads at the next regular term to 
j grant a permanent injunction against 
the Commission. 

i Among other things, it is contended 
j by the railroads that the rates fixed by 
the Commission are so low as to result 
in a confiscation of their property. 
These rates were made by the Commis- 
I ison after the most careful investiga- 
j tion. We do not believe that any such 
disastrous result would follow their en- 
forcement, nor do we believe that the 
railroads can sustain any such allega- 
tion, but upon the contrary, we are of 
the opinion that the rates fixed by this 
Commisison are not unreasonably low, 
and when all the facts shall have been 
[ presented to the court, that the order 
of the Commission will be upheld. 

We are now busily engaged in the 
preparation of our defense to these 
suits and you may rest assured that we 
will lea\'e nothing undone to have our 
order upheld. In view of the fact that 
we are in receipt of communications 
from shippers* throughout the State 
complaining that the railroads are not 
obeying the Cmmission’s order and that 
a great many inquiries have been re- 
ceived asking our advice as to whether 
—in the event the court shall sustain 
the Commission— the shipper will he 
entitled to recover the difference be- 
tween the rates fixed by the Commis- 
sion and those charged by the railroads 
we take this method of advising you 
as to the exact status of the injunction 
proceedings and also to say that it 
would be well for the shippers to care- 
fully preserve his freight bills and re- 
ceipts for all freight paid as the ques- 
tion may hereafter arise as to the right 
of the shipper to rceover should the 
court uphold the Comimssion’s order 
and mileage scale of rates.

Flowers on G«>ehel 'rahlet. 

On the stone at the State Capital 
grounds which marks the spot where 
Gov. William Goebel [fell in January, 
1900, the victim of an assassin, some 
one Friday afternoon placed a large 
bunch of flowers and ferns, tied with a 
bow of white tulle. To the flowers was 1 
attached a card bearing on one side the 
words: “In loving memory and in 

honor of the dead William Goebel. 
From the Southern part of the State.’’ 
On the other side of the card were the 
words: “Gov. J. C. W. Beckham, our 
next Senator.’’ 

It is not known who placed the 
flowers on the stone. Several persons 
i saw a man, a stranger to them, come 
1 into the grounds carrying the bunch of 
• flowers and deposited them upon the 
[stone. A policeman who talked with 
the man afterward said that he was a 
' traveling man from the southern part 
' of the State, and that he had not been 
in Frankfort since before the shooting 
, of Goebel.
